SAIGON lA P) — Enemy gun- 
■tiers today shelled the third U.S. 
military 
headquarters 
in

past three days, indicating that 
a new wave of attacks against

About 30 rounds of 102-pound 
Russian-made 
artillery 
shells 
slammed into the headquarters 
of the U.S. 3rd Marine Division 
at Dong Ha. and a nearby South 
Vietnamese village just below 
the eastern flack of the demili­ 
tarized zone. Three American 
Marines and three South Viet­ 
namese civilians were killed. 
The wounded included 15 U.S. 
Marine. Navy and Army person­ 
nel. 
- The headquarters of the U.S. 
Army in Vietnam at Long Binh. 
12 miles northeast of Saigon, 
was shelled Sunday. The next 
day enemy gunners zeroed in on 
the headquarters of the U.S. 9th 
Infantry Division at Dong Tam. 
35 miles southwest of Saigon. 
The new’ shelling came as a 
36-hour 
cease-fire 
along 
the 
coast of North Vietnam tr per­ 
mit the release of 14 North Viet­ 
namese prisoners of war held 
by the United States ended at 
noon. 
The bombardment opened up 
an hour and a half after the 
cease-fire ended farther north. 
The shelling of Dong Ha was 
the first time the Marine head­ 
quarters had been attacked in 
two months. 
The she 11s. fired from, a 130- 
mm artillery piece, scored a di­ 
rect hit on a Marine hospital 
where both military personnel 


and South Vietn.am.ese1 civilians 
are treated. 
A blind girl was killed at the 
hospital and four Navy corps- 
men. two Vietnamese nurses 
and three Vietnamese civilian 
aides were wounded. 
U.S. headquarters in Saigon 
said damage to the base was 
light. 
A spokesman said the enemy 
gunners apparently were firing 
from either inside the Demili­ 
tarized Zone or just inside North 
Vietnam. The long-range artil­ 
lery guns can hit targets 17

The village at Dong Ha is lo­ 
cated just north of the airstrip 
at the Marine base.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Enthusiasm Lacking 
— But One Must Choose 


The lack of enthusiasm over this 
year's presidential candidates has been 
rather 
widely 
remarked. 
T h e 
Independent*Journal is not about to 
pretend that its editors are ecstatic 
over any of them. 
We are in somewhat the position 
described by Art Buchwald in his col­ 
umn last Friday: We are much surer 
whom we re against than whom we're 
for. 
The 
candidate 
w ere 
against 
is 
George C. Wallace. We consider him a 
sort of minor national disaster — and 
minor only because he has no chance 
to win election. 


THAT LEAVES Richard Nixon or 
Hubert Humphrey to be for. (There is 
little point or sense in being for any of 
the assorted forlorn hopes who have 
qualified 
as write-in candidates in 
California.) 
The two national conventions can be 
blamed in large part for the lack of 
enthusiasm, we believe. Nixon, for 
lack of pre-convention primary op­ 
position. was handed the Republican 
nomination on a silver platter. And the 
Democrats disregarded the primary 
results to give Humphrey the nomina­ 
tion because party machine leaders — 
and particularly the man in the White 
House— wanted it that way. 
It is unfortunate that Nixon was 
nominated without having to prove his 
popular appeal beforehand (to say he 
proved it in 1960 is to beg the ques­ 
tion. because much has changed in 
eight years). It is unfortunate that 
Humphrey's nomination took the form 
of a “public be damned” convention at­ 
titude. 
But there are the candidates: Nixon 
and Humphrey. And in spite of the 
manners of their nominations, the 
American people could have been 
given a much worse pair from whom to 
choose — and usually have been, as a 
matter of fact. 


BOTH NINON and Humphrey are 
eminently 
qualified 
by 
experience. 
Both have served in the Senate and as 
vice 
president. 
Both 
have 
public 
records to which they can point with 
pride. 
How, then, to choose between them? 
If we attempt to choose on the basis

of what they have said during their 
campaigns, we find that Nixon has said 
too little and Humphrey has said too 
much. Both have promised to solve the 
perplexing problems of Vietnam war. 
civil unrest, poverty, etc. But Nixon 
has been extremely chary of details as 
to how he would solve them. And 
Humphrey has gone into great detail 
only to wind up usually appearing to 
be offering more of the same that has 
been tried and failed — both in the 
“no concession” philosophy in Viet­ 
nam and in the “spend our way out” 
philosophy that has been applied to 
domestic problems. 


HUMPHREY, whatever his personal 
good will, is handicapped by inheriting 
the Johnson policies because he is part 
of the Johnson Administration. 
Nixon labors under no such han­ 
dicap. He is free to cut the cord. We 
wish he were more specific as to how 
he intends to attack the nation's prob­ 
lems. But at least his approaches will 
not be the same, already-discredited 
ones. 
And so we wind up with Richard 
Nixon, as the candidate likelier to be 
able to unscramble the mess. 


The Worst Predator 


Many people condemn predatory 
animals such as the mountain lion, the 
coyote and the bobcat, for their blood­ 
thirsty appetites. But consider this: 
Man 
is 
the 
most 
blood-thirsty 
predator of all. The mountain lion, the 
bobcat and the coyote kill their prey 
for the same reason you buy your prey 
at a butcher's shop. That is, to satisfy 
hunger. 
But these animals have a better ex­ 
cuse than we human predators. We 
can become vegetarians and live very 
healthily: 
however, 
with 
o t h e r 
predators, meat is a matter of life or 
death by starvation. 
Our TV screens are regularly filled 
with pictures of lionesses making a 
kill. But where are the pictures of man 
making a kill in a slaughterhouse. Most 
people couldn't stomach it — not in 
living color. Some things do not bear 
loo much thinking about.

There is significant evidence 
that Richard Nixon is not as 
far ahead as the national polls 
say he is. 
It is probable that the two 
are very dose .in popular sup­ 
port. 
The tide of opinion is begin­ 
ning to run to Humphrey. The 
evidence: 
1. State 
polls 
covering 
a 
wide cross-section of the most 
populous state — where the 
election will be won or lost — 
contradict the national polls. 
They show Humphrey and Nix­ 
on about even. 
2. The latest Harris Survey 
on 
the 
congressional 
races 
reports the Democrats are in 
front 49 to 41 'per cent. This in­ 
dicates

Democratic Party would get 
about. 54. per cent of 'the total 
two-party 
vote.

Humphrey did not do as well

Since the Republican con­ 
vention the Harris

Albert Sindl.ing.er of 
Sindlinger & Co. put it more 
bluntly:

Texas and California show-the 
two candidates running iv&k 
with Nixon leading in some by

and Humphrey 
leading in a majority of them 
by 1 per cent. What does ihis 
mean? Does it cast serious 
doubt on the Gallup and Harris 
ratings which report Nixon far 
enough ahead as to be almost 
out of sight” 


HERE IS THE judgment of 
Louis H. Bean, a careful in­ 
terpreter of political polls and 
author of a new and valuable 
handbook. “How A m e r i c a 
Votes” (Scarecrow Press): 
“The historical fact is that - 
most of these states are ex: 
cellent barometers of the na­ 
tional election results. In com­ 
bination, they have departed by 
no more than a point from the 
national two-party results. The 
only exception is in 1964 when 
Johnson got such exceptional 
support in the northeastern 
states.” 
Bean's voting charts show 
that 
in 
1936 
these 
states 
averaged 63 per cent of the 
two-party vote for F.D.R. com­ 
pared with the 62.5 per cent he 
received nationally. 
In 1956 
these states averaged 42 per 
cent for Adlai Stevenson com­ 
pared with the 42.2 per cent lie 
received nationally. Mr. Bean 
concludes: 
“This historical record thus 
says that if these states as of 
late 
September 
and 
early 
October 
divide 
51-49 
fo r 
Humphrey, then the national 
division of popular support for 
these two candidates as of tjiis 
same period would almost cer­ 
tainly be the same..” 
Neither Bean nor I assumes 
to suggest what the end result 
will be on Nov. 5. But we are 
assuming to report that the 
campaign is far closer now 
than 
most 
people seem 
to 
think.

IN LANDS ABROAD 
Gandhi Stirs Critics 
On 'Goodwill' Tour

Mrs. Indira Gandhi, prime 
minister of India, has just 
flown home after a three-week 
tour of Latin America in which 
she had nothing to sell and rio 
money with which to buy. 
A. wind-up appearance at the 
United Nations seemed likely 
to do little to still her critics in 
the Indian Parliament. 


IN LATIN AMERICA, in the 
main, her message was one of 
a hope for good will and in­ 
creased trade a m. 0 n g 
un­ 
derdeveloped nations of the 
“third world.” 
In Catholic Argentina, she 
defended birth control as “in 
the interest of women and for 
the health of women.” 
In Trinidad 
and Guyana, 
both with large East Indian 
populations, 
s h e 
suggested 
India might be the next to drop 
from 
the 
B r i t i s h 
Com­ 
monwealth because of Brit­ 
ain's limitation on the im­ 
migration of colored races, 
especially from Asia. 
Since Mexico was not on her 
list of 
stops, 
it 
was 
un­ 
necessary for her to explain 
that a nearly 50 per cent in­ 
crease in this year's wheat 
yield in India was due almost 
entirely to a new Mexican 
hybrid 
which Indians don’t 
particularly like. 
The 1968' bumper crop did,, 
however, lead her to predict 
that within the next two or 
three years India would be­ 
come self-sufficient in grains. 


IN THE UNITED Nations, 
she brushed off the Soviet in­ 
vasion of Czechoslovakia with 
the observation that events 
there “have cast yet another 
dark shadow on the fragile 
structure”1 of world order. 
She concentrated on foreign 
aid to underdeveloped nations 
which 
she 
described 
as 
a 
■‘form 
of 
enlightened 
self- 
interest” on the part of the 
aid-giving countries. 
Depending 
upon 
her 
au­ 
dience. it is probable that Mrs. 
Gandhi could find wide agree­ 


ment with her various hopes, 
assumptions and predictions... 
Notably, the United States, 
which until the dosing of the 
Suez Canal 
last year was 
sending 
emergency 
r e l i e f 
shipments of wheat to India at 
the rate of nearly one million 
tons per month, could hope she 
would prove correct in the 
matter of self-sufficiency.

„ Novato's 
two-week 
e n d 
cleanup campaign netted a lot 
of rubbish to be hauled to the 
dump. Any time that much 
rubbish is disposed of, it is 
bound to make some difference 
in the appearance of the city. 
It was sponsored by the city 
b e a u t ification 
committee, 
which now plans a n o t h e r 
cleanup 
campaign 
in 
th e 
spring. 
However, there are a couple 
of clubs that have a continual 
cleanup or beautification pro­ 
gram going. 
The Novato Garden Club, 
which planted the liquid amber 
trees along Grant Avenue and 
takes care of the annual plant­ 
ing of flowers in the parkette 
at Highway 101 and Grant 
Avenue, held a cleanup of the 
weeds in areas around the 
trees. 
Then it went a step farther, 
it held a plant-in. It planted 
violas in the new planter boxes 
along the south side and in 
front of the Novato Community 
House. These will add a touch 
of color to the building. 


ANOTHER CLUB which has 
faithfully 
kept 
one 
s p o t 
beautiful without gettipg much 
credit for it is the Novato 
Junior Women's Club. For six. 
or seven years, it has main­ 
tained the island at the east 
end of Grant Avenue beside the 
old Northwestern P a c i f i c 
Railroad station. 
There was a pine tree there, 
and the young women planted 
junipers to cover the bare 
island. They have put colored 
rocks around the junipers, giv­ 
ing the entire island a pleasing 
appearance.

Airline Mechanics Gear 
For Huge W age Benefits 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Air­ 
line mechanics, whose big con­ 
tract raises helped squash Pres­ 
ident Johnson’s economic guide­ 
lines two years ago, are going 
for even bigger increases—a 
whopping 40 per cent—in new 
negotiations. 
Talks between the machinists 
union and. seven major airlines, 
five of which were struck, for 
six weeks in 1966. start next 
month. 
The union asked for 30 per 
cent raise over three years last 
time out and wound up with a 
wage and benefit package the 
government estimated at 15 per 
cent and the union set at about 
18 per cent. 
Either way, the contract shat­ 
tered the administration’s 3.2 
per cent a year guideline, and 
by the end of the year Johnson 
had abandoned the guideline for 
a more flexible approach. 
Settlements of 5 per cent or 
better in the electrical industry, 
rails, trucking and autos fol­ 


lowed the airline pact. 
President Johnson temporari­ 
ly blocked a strike in 1966 by in­ 
voking the Railway Labor Act’s 
60-day 
cooling-off 
period 
in 
April and creating an emergen­ 
cy board headed by Sen. Wayne 
Morse, D-Ore. 
The union rejected the 3.5 per 
cent raise recommended by the 
Morse panel and walked out in 
¡ July. 
Despite this year’s separate 
bargaining, all seven contracts! 
expire on the same date, Dec. 
31, less than a month before the 


j inaguration.

i Association

Machinists, 
! which bargains for about 50,000 
| airline mechanics, is seeking a 
i package which wrould raise top 
I pay to $6 an hour in 1971. Men

“The crazier the fashion the 
more it should be cheap,” says 
Mary Quant, the swingy young 
designer whose Mod, mini- 
skirted styles put London on 
the fashion map and set dowdy 
England on its heels. 
Revolutionary Mary, who 
started the whole thing in

back, came to town yesterday 
to show her latest collections 
and chat informally with the 
press at the Jack Tar in San 
Francisco.

Couture clothes should be 
there for the rich, says Quant, 
but the zany trends are for the 
young. 
BUT WHAT about older 
women wearing the Mod 
styles? 
“Nobody seems to get older 
nowadays, though, do they?”

! and knowledgeable wardens pre­ 
pared for a lengthy hiking trip. 


HIGH COSTS 
Even the cost for each. .1,000' 
I fish planted soared into high 
j gear as statistics indicated a 
cost of $18.75 to complete the 
I job of planting the thousand 
finny battlers in rem ote moun­ 
tain lakes. 


Then Reese, and the Depart­ 
ment of Fish and Game,, began 
| the o'peration which has, resulted 
in the planting of 3.000 mountain 
lakes 
regularly 
by 
airplane. 
More than 900 lakes are planted 
annually with a total of approxi­ 
mately 
six million 
fingerling 
trout. 
The DF'G uses a. twin-engine 
Beecher aft for the job which re­ 
quires high altitude flying to the 
lakes and then swift passages 
low over the water as the trout 
releases are made. 


AERIAL IDEA 
A sharp reduction in the cost 
of the planting operations oo-i 
curred when the aerial plant 
idea was started. Compared to 
the previous cost of $18.75 per j 
thousand 
by 
paekmule. 
the 
aerial plants reduced that figure 
to $2.98 per 1.000 fingerlings. 
Even that cost has now been 
reduced as increased efficiency 
and 
the 
use 
of tranquHiring 
drugs, to permit the carrying of 
more fish per trip, brought the 
cost figure down to $1.43 per 
1:000' fish planted. 
Reese, who retired in 1966. 
pioneered the aerial planting of 
trout beginning with experiments 
Í in 1946 which determ ined aerial 
planting was feasible with a 
maximum loss of about two per 
cent 
to all 
causes 
including 
: netting, handling, transporting 
and dropping. The loss rate, it 
; was found, was no greater than 
under the old pack-in method. 


It was Reese, also, who per­ 
fected the system of using tran­ 
quilizers in the water to calm 
the K ok anee and trout during 
the planting operation and in­ 
creased the survival rate. 
The drops range from a heighth 
of 200 feet up to 800 feet but 
norm ally ara about '250 feet 
above the lake waters. 
California pioneered the use of 
aircraft for fish planting pur- 
1 poses, and, in fact, established 
: the first “ Air Wing” for con- 
1 servation and fish planting pur­ 
poses. 
Technique 
developments 
in 
' aeriel planting has resulted in 
the use of the aircraft to drop 
wild turkeys into remote areas, 
and to parachute beaver to their 
j new homes. It seems that the 
small animals drop gracefully 
toward 
their destination, 
and 
when they land, the parachute 
'releases the animal. 


NO ACCIDENTS 
Since Reese has retired, his 
former assistant, Carrol Faist, 
! 45. now pilots the plane on the 
planting expeditions. The depart­ 
ment proudly reports that during 
the 20-year span, there have 
I been no accidents or injuries to 
the pilot or his crew. Reese 
spent more than 20 years with 
the departm ent. 
The foresight of Reese and the 
DFG in developing these techni­ 
ques should be recalled by those 
readers who pack in to a remote 
lake to find the fishing is .great...

Base Shelled By Reds 


SAIGON (AP) — Enemy gun­ 
ners today shelled the th.rd I S. 
military headquarters 
in the 
past three days, indicating that 
a new wave of attacks against 
major 
American 
bases 
may 
have begun. 


About 30 rounds of 102-pound 
Russian-made 
artillery 
shells 
slammed into the headquarters 
of the l\S. 3rd Marine Division 
at Dong Ha and a nearby South 
Vietnamese village just below 
the eastern flack of the demili­ 
tarized zone. Three American 
Marines and three South Viet­ 
namese civilians were killed. 
The wounded included 15 U.S. 
Marine. Navy and Army person­ 
nel. 
The headquarters of the U S. 
Army in Vietnam at Long Binh. 
12 miles northeast of Saigon, 
was shelled Sunday. The next 
day enemy gunners zeroed in on 
the headquarters of the U.S. 9th 
Infantry Division at Dong Tam. 
35 miles southwest ol Saigon 
The new shelling came as a 
36-hour 
cease-fire 
along 
the 
coast of North Vietnam tr per­ 
mit the release of 14 North Viet­ 
namese prisoners of war held 
by the United States ended at 
noon. 
The bombardment opened up 
an hour and a half after the 
cease-fire ended farther north. 
The shelling of Dong Ha was 
the first time the Marine head­ 
quarters had been attacked in 
two months. 
The shells, fired from a 130- 
mm artillery piece, scored a di­ 
rect hit on a Marine hospital 
where both military personnel 


and South Vietnamese civilians 
arc treated 
A blind girl was killed at the 
hospital and four Navy corps- 
men. two Vietnamese nurses 
and three Vietnamese civilian 
aides were wounded. 
U.S 
headquarters in Saigon 
said damage to the base was 
light 
A spokesman said the enemy 
gunners apparently were firing 
from either inside the Demili­ 
tarized Zone or just inside North 
Vietnam. The long-range artil­ 
lery guns can hit targets 17 
miles away, which would reach 
Dong Ha from inside North 
Vietnam. 
Dong 
Ha is about 
eight miles below the zone. 
The village at Dong Ha is lo­ 
cated just north of the airstrip 
at the Marine base. Two South 
Vietnamese civilians were killed 
when some ol the shells landed 
in the village, military spokes­ 
men said 
Meanwhile, a U.S. military 
spokesman 
said 
he assumed 
fighter-bombers were resuming 
raids on North Vietnamese sup­ 
ply columns and barges in the 
288-square mile coastal area that 
was declared off limits at mid­ 
night Sunday. 
The cease-fire negotiated in 
the Laotian capital of Vientiane, 
silenced enemy shore batteries 
and antiaircraft guns along a 
25-mile strip of coastline to per­ 
mit a U.S. Navy ship to land the 
14 POWs south of the North 
Vietnamese city of Vinh. 
U.S. officers said there were 
no reports the truce had been 
violated 


Hanoi Radio Demands U.S. 


Unconditional Bomb Half

strongly demand that the U.S.

unconditionally the bombing and 
all other acts of war against 
(the DRUN) North Vietnam.” 
The unofficial Hanoi statement 
came as South Vietnamese Pres­ 
ident Nguyen Van Thieu declar­ 
ed that he does not oppose a 
total bait to the bombing of the 
North if there is “ good reason 
to believe” that Hanoi will re­ 
ciprocate.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Enthusiasm Lacking 


— But One Must Choose 


The lack of enthusiasm over this 
year's presidential candidates has been 
rather 
widely 
remarked. 
T h e 
Independent-Journal is not about to 
pretend that its editors are ecstatic 
over any of them. 
We arc in somewhat the position 
described by Art Buchwald in his col­ 
umn last Friday: We are much surer 
whom we re against than whom we're 
for. 
The 
candidate 
w e r e 
against 
is 
George C. Wallace. We consider him a 
sort of minor national disaster — and 
minor only because he has no chance 
to win election. 


THAT LEAVES Richard Nixon or 
Hubert Humphrey to be for. (There is 
little point or sense in being for any of 
the assorted forlorn hopes who have 
qualified 
as 
write-in 
candidates 
in 
California.) 
The two national conventions can be 
blamed in large part for the lack of 
enthusiasm, we believe. 
Nixon, 
for 
lack of pre-convention primary op­ 
position. was handed the Republican 
nomination on a silver platter. And the 
Democrats disregarded the primary 
results to give Humphrey the nomina­ 
tion because party machine leaders 
and particularly the man in the White 
House— wanted it that way. 
Jt is unfortunate that Nixon was 
nominated without having to prove his 
popular appeal beforehand (to say he 
proved it in 1960 is to beg the ques­ 
tion. because much has changed in 
eight years). It is unfortunate that 
Humphrey's nomination took the form 
of a “public be damned'’ convention at­ 
titude. 
But there are the candidates: Nixon 
and Humphrey. And in spite of the 
manners of their nominations, 
the, 
American 
people 
could 
have 
been 
given a much worse pair from whom to 
choose — and usually have been, as a 
matter of fact. 


BOTH NIXON and Humphrey are 
eminently 
qualified 
by 
experience. 
Both have served in the Senate and as 
vice 
president. 
Both 
have 
public 
records to which they can point with 
pride. 
How. then, to choose between them? 
If we attempt to choose on the basis

of what they have said during their 
campaigns, we find that Nixon has said 
too little and Humphrey has said too 
much. Both have promised to solve the 
perplexing problems of Vietnam war. 
civil unrest, poverty, etc. But Nixon 
has been extremely chary of details as 
to how he would solve them. And 
Humphrey has gone into great detail 
only to wind up usually appearing to 
be offering more of the same that has 
been tried and failed — 
both in the 
“no concession ' philosophy in Viet­ 
nam and in the "spend our way out'’ 
philosophy that has been applied to 
domestic problems. 


HUMPHREY, whatever his personal 
good will, is handicapped by inheriting 
the Johnson policies because he is part 
of the Johnson Administration. 
Nixon labors under no such han­ 
dicap. He is free to cut the cord. We 
wish he were more specific as to how 
he intends to attack the nation's prob­ 
lems. But at least his approaches will 
not be the same, already-discredited 
ones. 
And so we wind up with Richard 
Nixon, as the candidate likelier to be 
able to unscramble the mess. 


The Worst Predator 


.Many people 
condemn 
predatory 
animals such as the mountain lion, the 
coyote and the bobcat, for their blood­ 
thirsty appetites. But consider this: 
.Man 
is 
the 
most 
blood-thirsty 
predator of all. The mountain lion, the 
bobcat and the coyote kill their prey 
for the same reason you buy your prey 
at a butcher's shop. That is. to satisfy 
hunger. 
But these animals have a better ex­ 
cuse than we human predators. We 
can become vegetarians and live very 
healthily; 
however, 
with 
o t h e r 
predators, meat is a matter of life or 
death by starvation. 
Our TV screens are regularly filled 
with pictures of lionesses making a 
kill. But where are the pictures of man 
making a kill in a slaughterhouse. Most 
people couldn't stomach it — 
not in 
living color. Some things do not bear 
too much thinking about.

He conceded, when pressed, 
that even more damaging news 
gets printed about the com­ 
mittee when the press attends 
its meetings. 
Neither p e r s o n suggested 
news reports of their meetings 
were inaccurate — but ac­ 
curacy is not what they are 
aiming for. 


STRANGE behavior is not 
confined to Marin politics, as 
can be seen in a telegram to 
the governor last week from 
Assembly Speaker Jesse M. 
Unruh. D Los Angeles. 
Unruh termed •‘outrageous" 
a charge by the governor that 
there is a “ price tag" on bills 
approved by 
the Assembly. 
The fact is that the governor 
not only was right, but that he 
and his staff often pay the 
“ price tag." 
The price paid, of course, is 
limited 
to executive 
branch 
support of key legislators’ bills 
— but that can 
be worth 
millions of dollars of support 
back home. Unruh presumably 
is familiar with the practice.

Airline Mechanics Gear 
For Huge W age Benefits 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Air­ 
line mechanics, whose big con­ 
tract raises helped squash Pres­ 
ident Johnson’s economic guide­ 
lines two years ago, are going 
for even 
bigger increases—a 
whopping 40 per cent—in new 
negotiations. 
Talks between the machinists 
union and seven major airlines, 
five of which were struck for 
six weeks in 1966, start next 
month. 
The union asked for 30 per 
cent raise over three years last 
time out and wound up with a 
urage and benefit package the 
government estimated at 15 per 
cent and the union set at about 
18 per cent. 
Either way, the contract shat­ 
tered the administration’s 3.2 
per cent a year guideline, and 
by the end of the year Johnson 
had abandoned the guideline for 
a more flexible approach. 
Settlements of 5 per cent or 
better in the electrical industry, 
rails, trucking and autos fol­ 


lowed the airline pact. 
President Johnson temporari­ 
ly blocked a strike in 1966 by in- 
! voking the Railway Labor Act’s 
60-day 
cooling-off 
period 
in 
April and creating an emergen­ 
cy board headed by Sen. Wayne 
Morse, D-Ore. 
The union rejected the 3.5 per 
cent raise recommended by the 
Morse panel and walked out in 
July. 
Despite this year’s separate | 
bargaining, all seven contracts j 
expire on the same date, Dec. j 
31. less than a month before the 
inaguration.

again will I do it at 
that 
precise hour. 
Vineyard Road, at best, is 
bad. It is so narrow that when 
two cars 
meet, each 
must 
crowd the shoulder. 
Onto that narrow road pour 
hundreds of young teen-agers 
on foot and on bicycles. They 
walk or ride three to eight 
abreast down the n a r r o w 
street. They will not move for 
cars. It was a continual proc­ 
ess of stopping for them, and 
then creeping ahead at not 
more than three or four miles 
an hour down the road for 
more than a mile past the 
school. 
This is the first year that the 
school has been open, 
and 
residents in the area say that 
use of Vineyard Road at the 
close of school is impossible. 
Although the school is inside 
the city limits, the main por­ 
tion of Vineyard Road lies in 
county jurisdiction. 


MARIN COUNTY probably 
holds some kind of a record for 
studies. Whether they do any 
good is questionable. 
The 
Novato 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce has proposed hav­ 
ing a study made of the slump 
in building in the city. This 
was 
proposed 
as

sup­ 
plemental study to a proposed 
federally assisted study of the 
downtown area. It would be 
financed by p r i v a t e con­ 
tractors. 
Probably, 
by

anything jells on the federal 
study program, the contractors 
will be too busy to even think 
of such a studv. 
Building permits in Novato 
fell to $3.75 million last year. 
This year, however, the picture 
is entirely different. The city 
building department so far has 
issued 
about 
$8 million 
in 
building permits. 
Merl D. Mauroni, chief city 
building 
inspector, estimates 
that the permits will run ap­ 
proximately 
$10 
million 
by 
year’s end. 
Maybe just the threat of a 
study 
brought 
the 
building 
slump to an end.

SHE PREDICTED that in

SACRAMENTO (CNS) - A 
21-gun salute is in order for the 
California Department of Fish 
and Game, and to retired senior 
warden-pilot A. L. Reese, on the 
completion of 20 years of suc­ 
cessful aerial trout plants of 
back country lakes. 


Prior to 1948. the planting of 
the rainbows and brook trout to 
high country lakes required a 
strong back on a horse or mule, 
big cans of darting trout, care­ 
ful attention to the temperature 
of the water throughout the trip 
and knowledgeable wardens pre­ 
pared for a lengthy hiking trip. 


HIGH COSTS 
Even the cost for each 1.000 
fish planted soared into high 
gear as statistics indicated a 
cost of $18.75 to complete the 
job of planting the thousand 
, finny battlers in remote moun­ 
tain lakes. 


Then Reese, and the Depart­ 
ment of Fish and Game, began 
the operation which has resulted 
in the planting of 3.000 mountain 
lakes 
regularly 
by 
airplane. 
More than 900 lakes are planted 
annually with a total of approxi­ 
mately six million fingerling 
trout. 
The DFG uses a twin-engine 
Beechcraft for the job which re­ 
quires high altitude flying to the 
lakes and then swift passages 
low over the water as the trout 
releases are made. 


AERIAL IDEA 
A sharp reduction in the cost 
of the planting operations oc­ 
curred when the aerial plant 
idea was started. Compared to 
the previous cost of $18.75 per 
thousand 
by 
packmule. 
the 
aerial plants reduced that figure 
to $2.98 per 1.000 fingerlings. 
Even that cost has now been 
reduced as increased efficiency 
and the use of tranquilizing 
drugs, to permit the carrying of 
more fish per trip, brought the 
cost figure down to $1.43 per 
1.000 fish planted. 
Reese, who retired in 1966. 
pioneered the aerial planting of 
trout beginning with experiments 
’ in 1946 which determined aerial 
planting was feasible with a 
maximum loss of about two per 
cent to all causes including 
netting, handling, transporting 
and dropping. The loss rate, it 
; was found, was no greater than 
under the old pack-in method. 


it was Reese, also, who per­ 
fected the system ol using tran­ 
quilizers in the water to calm 
the Kokanee and trout during 
the planting operation and in- 
I creased the survival rate. 
The drops range from a heighth 
of 200 feet up to 800 feet but 
normally are about 250 feet 
above the lake waters. 
California pioneered the use of 
aircraft for fish planting pur­ 
poses. and. in fact, established 
the first “ Air Wing” for con- 
1 servation and fish planting pur­ 
poses. 
Technique 
developments 
in 
aeriel planting has resulted in 
the use of the aircraft to drop 
wild turkeys into remote areas, 
and to parachute beaver to their 
new homes. It seems that the 
small animals drop gracefully 
toward their destination, and 
when they land, the parachute 
releases the animal. 


NO ACCIDENTS 
Since Reese has retired, his 
former assistant, Carrol Faist, 
45. now pilots the plane on the 
planting expeditions. The depart­ 
ment proudly reports that during 
the 20-year span, there have 
been no accidents or injuries to 
the pilot or his crew. Reese 
spent more than 20 years with 
the department. 
The foresight of Reese and the 
DFG in developing these techni­ 
ques should be recalled by those 
readers who pack in to a remote 
lake to find the fishing is great.

West took the top hearts and 
shifted to the jack of diamonds.

SURER METHOD

On Salaries 


Novato teachers and 
t h e 
Novato Unified School District 
board had a standoff last night 
in 
an 
attempt 
to negotiate 
salaries for the current fiscal 
year. 
After nearly two hours of 
debate, the board agreed to have 
a short school day Monday so 
that all teachers could meet to 
discuss salary propositions. 
In the meantime, a nine-man 
teachers' negotiating council will 
work 
with 
supt. 
James 
C. 
Bunker 
and 
some 
b oa r d 
members if possible, at 4 p.m. 
Thursday, to try to work out 
some method of f i n a n c i n g 
salaries. 
The board then set a special 
meeting for 8 p.m. Oct. 29 to 
meet with the negotiating coun­ 
cil in an open meeting to discuss 
salaries. 
The board last June told both 
teachers 
and 
c l a s s i f i e d 
employees that it urould con­ 
sider salary increases when it 
found out how much federal and 
state aid it would receive. 
The classified employees ask­ 
ed for a 5 per cent cost-of-living 
increase and teachers asked an 
8 per cent increase. 
Beverly Alberigi. representing 
the classified employees, reit­ 
erated the request for a 5 per 
cent increase. 
Donald White, president of the 
negotiating council and vice 
president 
of 
the 
N o v a t o 


Teachers Association, asked the 
board to “ use all means possible 
to authorize the 8 per cent in­ 
crease.” 
The present pay range for 
teachers 16.0(H) to $12,750. With 
the 8 per cent raise, the scale 
would be $6,480 to $13,770. 
The NTA proposal would cost 
the district $456,665 this fiscal 
year. The group suggested tak­ 
ing $165,000 out of undistributed 
reserves, $130,000 from public 
law 874 funds (federal aid for 
districts serving military bases 
and $161,655 through reducing 
other items in the budget. 
Jerrold Moore, president of 
the NTA. and White agreed to 
w’ork with the district staff and 
to see how much Public Law 874 
money the district will receive. 
This should be known within a 
few days, Bunker said. 
Several teachers at the rear of 
the auditorium told the board 
that they could make more 
money in other districts. 
Robert Aune, a teacher at 
Novato High School, said he 
would resign if he got less than 
a raise of 8 per cent. 
John Gardenhire, teacher at 
Novato High, said, “ For six 
years we’ve been told you can’t 


'do it — well do It! Get the 
money for it. or resign from the 
board.” 
Members of the N o v a t o 
Chapter of the Marin County 
Federation of Teachers, passed 
out mimeographed sheets at the 
door prior to the meeting sug 
gesting 
ways 
in 
which 
the 
district could find the money to 
I increase the salaries. These in- 
' eluded abolishing fhe school bus 
, system and not opening San 
Marin High, which would leave 
the high school in split sessions 
all school year. Novato High 
uses the campus in the morning 
and San Marin High in the after­ 
noon.
